Many, many miles were traveled and thousands of letters 
were written to gain this information. Even after all this 
is done, I acknowledge my inability to write a good and 
true history of our people. 
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HISTORY OF THE BECK FAMILY 


INTRODUCTION 


In this work, “The History of the Beck Family”, the primary ob- 
ject is to set forth the career of settlers, who, from the first have held a 
leading place among the early people of Warriorsmark Valley. Their 
struggle for existence is traced to Daniel Beck, our pioneer ancestor and 
progenator. The success he achieved and the place his people have come 
to fill, reflect honor upon all who are his descendants, and provide a source 
of pride to all of us and to the future generations. As far as possible, we 
will confine this history to the Becks and to the people they married. 
However, it is not all romance history, for some of it is taken from deeds, 
division of property contracts, archives and court records. For this rea- 
son we hope it will give enough information to pass on to future genera- 
tions, because we found that many of the now young generation are ex- 
tremely interested in knowing something about their ancestory; thus it 
was from them that we got our encouragement and through their request 
that we make this attempt. 


The writing of the history of the Beck family has been delayed for 
too long, for now it is impossible to give an accurate account or to men- 
tion all who are in some way related to this family. About fiftv years 
ago, we started to write a history, and if we had continued with it as we 
should have, it would have been comparatively easy, for at that time we 
were told of a very old lady who was in some way related to the Becks 
and who had ali the old Beck records such as Bibles, etc. So at this late 
date, we feel that a great opportunity was lost. But we have done our 
best in tracing out families for over a period of two hundred seven years 
since the first Beck landed in this Country, and whose descendants are 
now living in nearly every state in the Union. 


We know that approximately from the years 1500 to 1600 A. D. 
the Becks lived in France and were called ‘DeBecks’ and were known 
religiousiy as French Huguenots or French Protestants. Religious perse- 
cutien drove them out of France, from where they went to Switzerland, 
being found there as late as the year 1621. As Switzerland was at that 
time under the Protectorate of France, they were compelled to leave, so 
from Switzerland they went to Holland and were called ‘Pecks’. From 
Holland they went to Germany where they lived until about the year 
1733, when the Penns brought them to this Country along with the 
Bucks, Kriders and Quakers, the latter having had much in common with 
them, for the reason that the Becks were Mennonites or Dunkards. The 
Becks, Bucks, Kriders and Graziers must have been related in some way 
long before they landed in this Country. 

The Becks lived in and around Philadelphia until about 1768, at 
which time three Beck brothers came as far West as York, Pennsylvania, 
where they remained for six months. There they separated, two of the 
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brothers going to Baltimore, Maryland. and the other brother coming to 
Warriorsmark Valley and settling on land about one mile South of Cross- 
roads and two miles from Warriorsmark, Pennsylvania. This brother 
was the DANIEL BECK whose history we are writing. We are quite sure 
that many of the Becks living in Baltimore were descended from the two 
brothers who went there, for they seem to trace the same history to the 
three brothers who came from Philadelphia to York, separating there. 
In names, character and disposition, the descriptions are identical; there- 
fore, they must be related to our family tree. 


There are a great many Becks living in Philadelphia. In the State 
of Pennsylvania, there are six registered doctors, none of whom are re- 
lated to our line. There are many Becks in Bellefonte, Lock Haven and 
Williamsport, Pennsylvania, none of whom are related. In Altoona, Penn- 
sylvania, there are a great many Becks, but they came from Bavaria, 
Germany, and are of the Catholic faith. If you are ever asked if you are 
related to some other Beck, a good answer would be, ‘“‘Our people were 
known first in France as French Protestants, belonging to the Dunkard 
or Mennonite Church; they then went to Switzerland, Holland and Ger- 
many respectively, and were brought to this Country about 1733 by the 
Penns.” It is good to remember that the Becks we are writing about were 
a type, a religious clan, who spoke the Dutch language, had the same 
character and disposition, and who stayed together for more than two 
hundred years. If the name ‘Beck’ does not fit into this description, they 
are no relation of the first Daniel Beck who came to Warriorsmark Valley 
in 1768. 


The Becks have had one common trait that has come down all 
through their history to the present time, and that is the way in which 
they divided property before their death. For instance, one of the grand- 
fathers in 1869, when not an old man and in good health, divided all his 
property among his seven children, selling his two farms to his two sons. 
Later on, those two sons divided their property in the same manner. 
These farms are still in the hands of the Becks after a period of one 
hundred thirty years and are in better condition and state of cultivation 
than ever. Thus, through the records of property division we learned 
much about the Beck history. The first deed we can find is for a piece 
of land containing 400 acres, dated 1803. This information was given by 
Daniel Beck, son of the first DANIEL BECK. 

In listing the descendants of the various families, we wish to explain 
that there are many omissions, due to the fact that they cannot be traced 
and have entirely lost their identity so far as the Beck family goes. 

When we started this history, many of our people gave hearty 
encouragement and many letters were sent offering to aid us in any way 
they could. To these people we are very grateful for their encouragement 
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and help. We particularly wish to mention Mrs. Anna Beck Grazier 
Henderson Burnham, a true descendant of our people, who has travelled 
far and wide in order to obtain information, who knows more of our his- 
tory than any living person, and without whose help we could not have 
completed this work. 


DANIEL BECK AND KATHERINE BECK, HIS WIFE 

Daniel Beck was the first Beck to locate in Warriorsmark Valley, in 
the year 1768. He was one of the three brothers who came from Phila- 
delphia to York, Pennsylvania. The other two brothers, as stated in the 
Introduction, went to Baltimore, Md. Daniel was married to Katherine, 
whose maiden name we do not know. She died in 1825, and was interred 
in the Beck Cemetery, where Daniel Beck is also interred, and where a 
marker on her grave is still in good condition. 

Daniel and Katherine Beck had the following twelve children, who 
are not listed according to age, because we do not know the exact year 
when most of them were born, namely:

It is interesting to note that four of the Beck sisters married four 
Grazier boys, and that a Beck boy married a Grazier girl, making five 
Becks of the same family marrying five Graziers of the same family. 
This, no doubt, is a world record. 


In this History, there will be twelve chapters, a chapter dedicated 
to each of the twelve original children listed above. Throughout, ‘One of 
the Twelve’ will often appear, meaning one of the twelve original chil- 
dren. Each chapter will have a heading similar to CHAPTER I.

Daniel Beck (One of the Twelve) was about the fourth oldest child 
of Daniel and Katherine Beck. He was born October 28, 1795, one mile 
South of the town called the Cross Roads, or about two miles from War- 
riors Mark. At the present time there is a stone house on the farm, built 
in the year 1812; therefore, he must have been born in a house built of 
wood further back in the woods. 

Daniel Beck married Elizabeth Krider on March 30, 1825. She died 
November 13, 1883, at the age of 77 years, 7 months and 138 days. Daniel 
Beck died November 29, 1882, at the age of 87 years, 1 month and 1 day. 
Both Daniel and Elizabeth, his wife, are buried at the Center Line Luth- 
eran Church Cemetery.

SIDE LINES 


Both Isaac and (Col.) Isaiah Beck carried on where their father left 
off, so we will mention a few things that may be of human interest. 

Isaac Beck raised many children not his own or related to the Becks. 
‘T. J. Gates was one of the children taken as a small orphan boy, and raised 
as a Beck. He was the first clerk when the Blair County Bank was organ- 
ized in 1874 at Tyrone, Pa. He had one son, John M. Gates, of Phila- 
delphia. His widow, Annie Gates, is still living at Tyrone. T. J. Gates is 
buried in the Lutheran Cemetery at Centre Line among some of the Becks. 

Elizabeth Rosencrans was also raised in the home of Isaac Beck. Her 
father was killed in a coal mine in Clearfield County when she was quite 
young. She later married Dr. Heberling and lived at Northumberland, 
Pa. After Dr. Heberling’s death, she moved to State College, Pa. 

Elmer Ellsworth Beck, eldest son of Isaac Beck, was a farmer. Soon 
after the Huntingdon Industrial Reformatory originated, he went there 
as Superintendent of the farm. At that time, it was mostly wasteland, 
but he had wonderful success, and held the position of Superintendent for 
forty-one years, retiring on age limit. He now lives in a house overlooking 
this farm and his life’s work. The State officials regard him as the best 
farmer in Pennsylvania. 

Mary Beck Corle, daughter of Isaac Beck, received her education at 
Central Academy and Lock Haven State Teachers’ College. She lived for 
a long time in California, and was a public reciter and entertainer all her 
life, often being referred to as the “Marie Dressler of California.” She 
died in 1939. 

Harry Beck, son of Isaiah Beck, received his education at Central 
Academy and Clarion State Teachers’ College. He was a teacher for many 
years in Pennsylvania and then moved to Idaho, where he is still living. 


CENTRAL ACADEMY 


In the Southern part of Halfmoon Township is situated “Centre Line.” 
The Quakers and Ahmish settled there some years before the Becks, the 
Quakers being the first to settle. The land was granted to them by the 
Penns under the seal of England. Next to settle were the Ahmish, settling 
on land not already settled by the Quakers. There was always friction 
between the Quakers and the Ahmish, which went on for some years. 
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Finally, the Ahmish sold all of their land and moved away to a place called 
‘Big Valley’ near Lewistown, Pennsylvania. The Ahmish grave yard is 
still on the Isaiah Beck Farm. It is no doubt one hundred fifty years old, 
and has for many years been in a dilapidated condition. Last year, the 
young people of Big Valley made some improvements and erected a monu- 
ment. 

-The first deed was that of Alexander Stewart’s, dated 1780. In 
describing the boundaries, the north side joined the lands of George 
Wilson. Later, the same farm was purchased by Ahmish people by the 
name of Yoder. My grandfather bought one of the farms in 1825, and 
another in 1839. The George Wilson farms must have been of the oldest 
settled in the valley, and their descendants lived there up to the present 
time. All of this has been proved by documentary evidence, such as deeds 
and Court records. 

The Quakers, at an early date, started Central Academy. It was at 
this place that we all went to school, preparing for college after we had 
finished public school. During my time there, more than twenty-five 
young men were preparing to enter the Ministery, Law and Medical Pro-. 
fessions. To all of us who were educated there, the memory of Central 
Academy will never leave us. It is now used as a hall for Half Moon 
Grange. 

THE DANIEL BECK FARMS 


It might be of interest for the descendants of Daniel Beck to know 
how and when he purchased his two farms at Centre Line, for one of 
these is the place where all of his children were born. 

In 1782, Alexander Stewart owned part of one of the farms. For the 
other part, a Mr. Walls received a patent deed from the Supreme Council 
of Pennsylvania at Philadelphia. Both Mr. Stewart and Mr .Walls sold 
their portions to a Mr. Mentzer in 1801. In 1803, Mr. Mentzer conveyed 
the land to Thomas Clempson, who conveyed it to Thomas Miller, who 
conveyed it to Christian Yoder in 1818, who conveyed it to Jacob Yoder 
in 1825, who conveyed it to Daniel Beck (One of the Twelve) in 1825. In 
1865, Daniel Beck conveyed it to his son Isaac Beck. In 1921, it was con- 
veyed to Daniel Beck, grandson of Daniel Beck (One of the Twelve) and 
great-grandson of the first Daniel Beck who settled in Warriors Mark 
Valley in 1768. 

The second farm, the one which Isaiah Beck lived on, was first owned 
by Alexander Stewart, who conveyed it to Joseph Yoder in 1800, who con- 
veyed it to Daniel Beck (One of the Twelve) in 1839, who conveyed it to 
his son Isaiah Beck in 1865, who conveyed it to his son, Clyde Beck, in 
1921, the present owner. 

The chain of title recited above is from Deed Books at the Court 
House in Bellefonte, Centre County, Pennsylvania.

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SIDE LINES 


We could not close this chapter without a few comments about Jacob 
Beck and his wife, Nancy (Hoover) Beck. 


We do not have much history about Nancy (Hoover) Beck, but we 
know that she was a grand and noble woman. I have heard that she was 
an orphan, sixteen years of age, when she married Jacob Beck. She died 
about 1872. As a boy of seven, delegated to drive Daniel and Elizabeth 
Beck to Nancy Beck’s funeral, a very definite memory of it is still clear. 
Over three hundred stayed to dinner. In planning her own funeral, Nancy 
Hoover said that, quote: “No one must go away hungry”. A fine tribute 
was paid to her that day by her Dunkard friends who came from far ‘and 
wide. History was made that day, but I was too young to grasp it. 

To her sweet and noble life, we offer this tribute—-‘‘We come into this 
World nude and bare—-We go through Life with troubles and care—If we 
are good here, it will help when we get there.” 


The following is taken from “A History or the Brethren”, Middle, Pa. 
Jacob Beck was born in Warriors Mark Township, July 6, 1790. He had a 
common school education and was active in the local church and com- 
munity, and was a pioneer in the religious mark of the local Church of the 
Brethren. He was called to the ministry in 1833, and in 1933, the one- 
hundredth anniversary was celebrated in the Warriors Mark Church, 
where he figured as the most outstanding minister. He was a man of 
pleasing personality and a fine Christian gentleman. He lived out his life 
on the old homestead and lies buried in the old family cemetery, a part 
of the old farm. Jacob Beck donated the land and lumber for the church 
and cemetery and his eleven brothers and sisters participated in the erec- 
tion of the Church, which was centrally located. They all worshipped 
there until Death claimed them. 

The following letter was sent by James A. Sell, of Martinsburg, Pa., 
quote :-— 


“In 1866, I entered the Publishing House of H R.. Holsinger in Ty- 
rone, Pa., and during the year and one half that I remained there, I at- 
tended the services of the Church of the Brethren at the Cross Roads in 
the Warriors Mark Valley. 

My visits were always over the week-ends and the brevity did not 
afford an opportunity of becoming extensively or intimately acquainted | 
with the Beck people or to know much about the family connections. 

All that I ever heard about them was very favorable. They were a 
thrifty well-to-do people, and ranked among the best citizens of the com- 
munity. 

On account of his official position in the Church, he was brought in 
more frequent touch and intimacy with Elder Jacob Beck than with any 
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of the rest. He was rather the pillar of the Church and generally enter- 
tained the strangers, especially the ministers who came to attend the love 
feasts. He had two sons who were mutes, John and Abednego. They were 
fine, intelligent young men, but were not educated in the schools; instead, 
the family had coined a sign language with which they could communicate 
their thoughts freely and satisfactorily. They were farmers and their 
well kept farm, soil, fences, buildings and live stock showed their skill 
and interest in their business. 

John, later on, was married and there were born to him several chil- 
dren. The first-born, at a very interesting period of its life, was taken 
from him. His grief was almost more than he could bear. The little grave 
was such a sacred and precious spot that he had a roof placed over it to 
keep the water from reaching the idol of his heart. 


On the 19th of October, 1867, it was my happy privilege to lead my 
bride to the marriage altar at the home of Elder Jacob Beck. As no prev- 
ious announcement was made, it took the family by surprise. The women 
folks were especially interested in the dinner. They succeeded admirably. 
Everything being in readiness, we were ushered to the best room, and 
there, in the presence of about a dozen people, we plighted our vows, 
(Grabill Myers officiating), that we have sacredly kept for seventy-three 
years. The home has gone into the hands of strangers, but the sweet 
memories of the past still linger. “Long, long be my heart with such 
memories filled. Like the vase in which roses have been distilled, you 
may break, you may shatter the vase if you will, but the scent of the roses 
will cling round it still.”

The stranger got on his horse and went home 
as fast as he could, only to find that Samuel had ‘“‘pulled one over” on 
him. There are other stories about Samuel somewhat similar, which give 
us a little light as to what degree of insanity his was. 

During the pioneering days of our ancestors, there were many nerv- 
ous conditions affecting the people which we do not have at the present 
time. This, no doubt, was due to the food which they ate. They were fine 
cooks and had plenty to eat but they knew nothing about a balance rations. 
What they ate was too much the same kind of food the whole vear round.

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HISTORY OF THE BECK FAMILY 


INTERMARRIAGE OF THE BUCKS AND THE BECKS 


The reader will observe throughout the various chapters of this His- 
tory the frequent mention of the name ‘Buck’ in connection with the Beck 
relationship; so, in order to better understand this very unique relation- 
ship, an explanation of these two family unions, the Bucks and the Becks, 
is given at this point. The reader will find the various marriages listed 
below in the chapters in which they belong. 


To start with, there were five boys and two girls of the same family, 
children of Abram and Mary (Spanogle) Buck, who all married into the 
Beck relationship. The five Buck brothers were namely, David Buck, 
Henry Buck, Christian Buck, Benjamin Buck and Isaac Buck; and the 
two buck sisters were Katherine Buck and Nancy Buck. 


The first four brothers listed above all married grand-daughters of 
the first Daniel and Katherine Beck. To be more specific, David Buck 
married Christona Beck, daughter of Jacob Beck (One of the Twelve); 
Henry Buck married Eliza Beck, another daughter of Jacob Beck (One 
of the Twelve); Christian Buck married Katherine Beck, daughter of 
Daniel Beck (One of the Twelve); and Benjamin Buck married Mary 
Nearhoof, daughter of Sarah (Beck) Nearhoof (One of the Twelve). 

Isaae Buck, the eldest Buck brother, married indirectly into the Beck 
family by marrying the sister of Elizabeth Krider, who was the wite of 
Daniel Beck (One of the Twelve). 

' The two Buck sisters, as stated above, likewise married into the Beck 
relationship. Katherine Buck became the wife of Jeremiah Beck, son of 
Jacob Beck (One of the Twelve) and a member of the same family into 
which Katherine’s brothers David Buck and Henry Buck had married 
into. Nancy Buck became the wife of David Grazier, son of Susan (Beck) 
Grazier (One of the Twelve). 

Nor is this all, because later there were more unions of the two fam- 
ilies. Three sons of David Beck (One of the Twelve) alone married into 
the Buck relationship. Lloyd Beck, son of David Beck (One of the Twelve) 
married Nancy Buck, daughter of Christina (Beck) and David Buck, and 
a grand-daughter of Jacob Beck (One of the Twelve); Martin Beck, an- 
other son of David Beck (One of the Twelve), married Mary E. Buck, 
daughter of Isaac Buck, the eldest Buck brother listed above; and Miles 
Beck, still another son of David Beck (One of the Twelve), married Nancy 
C. Buck, whose father was a cousin of the five Buck brothers. Miles Beck, 
while visiting the Henry Bucks in Illinois, where they had moved, very ro- 
mantically married Nancy. Mrs. Neil (Beck Grazier Henderson) Burnham 
made the remark that it was too bad that Miles had to travel so far to 
marry a girl who bore the name of Buck when there were so many Bucks 
back home. 
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Again we find that another daughter of Christine (Beck) and David 
Buck, Aminta Buck, who like her sister, Nancy Kate Buck, also married 
into the Beck relationship, for Aminta Buck became the wife of Martin 
J. Grazier, grandson of Katherine (Beck) Grazier (One of the Twelve). 

Like the Becks, the Bucks were among our pioneer settlers of War- 
riors Mark Valley. To those of us who lived among them, we desire to 
pay our finest tribute to these early people, who have left such a fine 
Christian record and history, and we feel sure that their descendants will 
continue to carry on this fine record to future generations. 


THE WOMEN OF THE BECK FAMILY 


This history would not be complete unless we make special mention 
of the women who were a wonderful type of pioneering womanhood, the 
equal of whom I[ can find nowhere. We find that we feel a great responsi- 
bility in thinking and writing about these women, for none could do them 
justice. They all married young, were great home builders, were fine cooks 
and had large families. Along this latter line, my records show that one 
woman had four children in five years and died before she reached the 
age of twenty-five. We find that one woman was the seventh daughter of 
a seventh daughter. 

They made by hand all the cloth for the entire family and the material 
from which the clothing was finally made; they made all the candles to 
light the house and milked all the cows; besides all this, they did their 
share of the work in the fields. These women had very little education, as 
they were not permitted to go to school. We are told by them that a long 
time ago it was considered immoral for women to sit in Church or in school 
rooms with the men. These women were our grandmothers and great 
grandmothers, building this empire. We of this generation can only say 
‘good and faithful.’ 


THE CHURCH OF THE BRETHREN 


Cross Roads in Huntingdon County, Pennsylvania 


The Cross Roads derived its name from the roads that cross in the 
center of the village. The road running West and South was known as 
‘The Great Road’ in the early surveys. The road from Warriors Mark 
crosses the Great Road, continuing on over Bald Eagle Ridge and the 
Allegheny Mountains. At this place is situated the Dunkard Church. 


I am sure this history would not be complete unless we told the 
present generation something about the religion of their ancestors, as it 
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was the Church of all our people. For this reason, we have the most pro- 
found admiration and love for this Church. 

The people of this generation must remember that our early ancestors 
went through a long period of dreadful percussion, such as happened 
under the murderous reign of Catherine de Medici, which brought on the 
massacre of St. Bartholomews, wherein two hundred thousand protestants 
were killed in one night. For this reason, our ancestors could not worship 
in churches or keep records. It was this secret religion which held them 
together for three centuries. They, no doubt, had this form of worship 
when the Penns brought them to this Country, and they commenced to 
worship in the same way as soon as the first settlers landed in Warriors 
Mark Valley, holding their meetings in barns and houses or any place 
where they could get together. 

For this reason the Church was not built until 1856. 


CEMETERIES 


There are two cemeteries in Warriors Mark Valley where the bodies 
of many of our early ancestors rest, namely, the Beck Cemetery and the 
Grazier Cemetery. 

The BECK CEMETERY is located on the original Daniel Beck farm 
in Warriors Mark Valley. In it repose the bodies of Daniel Beck and his 
wife, Katherine Beck, several of their children, grandchildren and a few 
of their great grandchildren. 

There are several U.S. A. flags in this grave yard marking the graves 
of the Beck descendants who fought in the Civil War for the Union cause. 

The GRAZIER CEMETERY is also situated in Warriors Mark Valley 
near the stone house built in 1812 by the first Daniel Beck. Interred 
there are the bodies of Nancy Beck Grazier and her husband, Henry 
Grazier, a daughter, Sarah Grazier, and a small child of their son, John 
Wesley Grazier; Katherine Beck Grazier and her husband, Peter Grazier, 
a daughter, Katherine Jane Grazier Eyer and her infant child, and two 
infant children, Edgar Grazier and Thomas Grazier, children of Abednego 
Grazier and Elizabeth Ann Rushborn Grazier; also Joseph Grazier, son of 
Katherine and Peter Grazier, and Joseph’s wife’s mother and father; 
Mary Beck Grazier and her husband, Michael Grazier, a daughter, Mary 
Grazier, who died in infancy, a son, Samuel Grazier and his wife, Caroline 
Madara Grazier, their son, James Bell Grazier who died at the age of 
nineteen and another son who died in infancy, Michael and Mary Beck 
Grazier’s youngest son, Jeremiah Grazier and his wife, Elizabeth Miller 
Grazier and their infant son, Harry Miller Grazier; John Grazier, husband 
of Susan Beck Grazier and a child of their son, David Grazier and Nancy 
Buck Grazier; also interred there are the bodies of Vincent Stevens and 
Christina Grazier Stevens. 
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INDIAN LORE 


It is said that Warriors Mark Valley was more thickly settled with 
Indians than any other place in Pennsylvania. It was here that they 
held their annual shooting conclave, at which times Indians came from 
near and far. That is why this region became known as ‘Warriors Mark’”’. 
It was this tribe who protected the white people during the Revolutionary 
War. The last Indian to live in this valley was named ‘Pool’. He died about 
the year 1865 at the age of 115 years. His grandchildren went to the 
Centre Line School as late as 1880. 


The Indian War Trail passed through Warriors Mark Valley. Start- 
ing near Hollidaysburg, where it intersected with the Kittanning Trail, 
it passed through what is now Altoona, Bellwood, Tyrone, Warriors Mark 
and Bellefonte to Lock Haven, where it ended . 


Just back of the original Beck homestead in Warriors Mark Valley, a 
peak rises above the surrounding part of the Bald Eagle Ridge, and is 
known as ‘Climbing Hawk Mountain’. This was the abode of Chief Climb- 
ing Hawk, who was friendly with the Daniel Beck family, and whose body 
was laid to rest in the Beck burying plot. His grave is marked with the 
flag of the United States because of his participation in the Revolutionary 
War. 


Chief Climbing Hawk was a member of the Bald Eagle Tribe of 
Indians, for whom Bald Eagle Valley, River and Ridge were named, as was 
most of the surrounding valley. Of all the tribes of Indians in the United 
States, these Bald Eagle Indians were the most intelligent and the most 
nearly civilized. 

As our ancestors were a peace-loving people who had left the Old 
World seeking the haven of peace and domestic tranquility which they 
eventually found in this Country, becoming fine homemakers and good 
citizens and capable of being leaders in any community, they therefore 
lived in harmony with their neighbors ,including the Indians, whom they 
came to know and to understand. 


GRAZIER AND BECK HISTORY 


The contents of the following letter was sent to us by Mrs. Neil (Beck 
Grazier Henderson) Burnham, who is hemmed in on all sides and covered 
all over with Beck consanguity, and as we stated in the Introduction, has 
travelled many miles to gain information that a true history of our people 
could be written, quote: 


“Joseph Grazier, the only Grazier ever known to have come to Amer- 


ica, landed here in 1778 and settled in the Warriors Mary Valley in Penn- 
sylvania. 
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This section of the country was ‘then heavily timbered. Joseph 
Grazier erected a log house at a spring on the opposite side of the road 
from the two houses now owned and occupied by the Rossman family. 

The road running by and through these farms was the original Great 
Road surveyed through the forests and valleys between Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh. 

In those early days the grain raised on these farms was hauled to 
Pittsburgh by six horse teams. The stops enroute were made at the Inns 
along the way, and city goods were brought back in return for the grains. 

Flax was raised on the farms and the mothers and daughters spun 
yarn and wove cloth. The wool was bought by the wool peddlers, whose 
wagons passed through the country semi-annually; in the Spring, to pick 
up the bagged wool from the shorn sheep, and in the Autumn, to distribute 
woolen goods from the Woolen Mills, such as blankets, flannel and yarn, 
the last being used to knit stockings, mittens and pulse warmers, mostly. 

My grandfather, Samuel Grazier, son of Michael and Mary (Beck) 
Grazier, never wore any kind but hand-knitted white woolen socks, which 
were knit by my grandmother, Caroline (Madara) Grazier, who for many 
years, did the knitting and sewing for the entire family first, by light of 
a lard lamp, then by candle light, and last of all by the light of coal oil 
lamps. She never enjoyed the blessing of electricity. 

Grandmother made all of her own candles from sheep’s tallow. They 
were made in the Winter and stored in a cool place for the entire year. 
Grandfather always went to bed and arose by candle light, and wore none 
but hand-made white muslin shirts. 

After the wind blew across the oats stubbles, it was time for the 
housewife to get to work with the family sewing and knitting. 

My grandmother was the family nurse and doctor, aside from being 
homemaker, cook and seamstress. She also made all of her own soap from 
the fat and wood ashes. 

These people were pioneers of a very high order, coming as they did 
out of Principle. They had left all of their holdings in the Old Country 
and had come to this land to seek peace and happiness, erecting school 
houses and churches on their lands and owning and operating many thou- 
sands of acres of fertile lands. People of principle, intelligence, taste, in- 
dustry, very hospitable and kindly disposed with abilities along any lines. 
Some of the original lands are still in the hands of their descendants and 
many of our most prominent and useful people today are their kindred.” 
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PERSONAL HISTORY 


The twelve chapters which you have read are the original children 
of Daniel Beck, our pioneer ancestry. These now number more than 5000. 
You no doubt belong to one of his 12 children and for this reason you 
should have little trouble in tracing your line back to the first Daniel Beck. 
To me it has been a great source of pride and it must be to you, to know 
what kind of people our ancestors were. Also, how and where we all fit 
into this great family. 

For lack of space all the character history of the Beck family has 
been left out but we can be sure of this fact that we can match it with 
any other of equal number. It should be of interest to us and future gen- 
erations to know that in all these years no one was convicted of a felony 
and so far as my records go no one was sent to prison. In all my research 
work in the many counties, I could not find where any divorces were re- 
corded. 


About the time our ancestors settled in Warriors Mark Valley, there 
was a great effort put forth to make this country an un-Christian nation. 
Connected with this movement were such men as Thomas Paine and many 
others who had great power and influence. A much different way was 
used by our ancestors as they could not write books nor were they orators. 
The method they used was to raise large families, build churches and 
school houses. Not only this, but they taught them their religion as they 
had been taught, for more than 400 years. Atheism could not live in this 
country under such teachings. Nothing in the world has done more to 
make this a Christian nation than the religion of our fore-fathers. The 
unbounded faith in their kind of religion and the devotion to their church 
will always remain unchanged. 

In this same faith let us of this generation with love, honor and re- 
spect, dedicate ourselves in keeping bright the memory of those we owe 
a debt that we can never pay. 
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
